Applicant argues Senga and Campbell employ two separate processes rather than the single continuous processof applicant. 

This is not convincing. Both the references and applicant carry out the same sequence of steps with the reference examples including an 
additional intermediate step of isolating the metal aminobutyrate. Terming the reference initial steps a separate process from the later 
steps is an arbitrary distinction. The only meaningful question at hand is whether or not it is obvious to skip the isolating step of the 
references. The examiner has provided rationale reasoned from scientific principles for skipping the isolation step in accordance with 
MPEP2144. The examiner can further cite In re Dilnot138USPQ248 and In re Korpi73USPQ229.230 regarding the obviousness of making 
chemical processes continuous. 

Arguments regarding "intermediate ceiling temperatures during polymerization" do not appear to have any relevance to the claims under 
examination. 

Applicant argues Campbell/Senga do not report the amount of metal contamination in their PPS. 

This is not convincing. Simply measuring and claiming the unreported impurities of a previously known material Is no reason for 
patentability. Inherently, the Senga/Campbell PPS would have such low impurities because the same steps are carried out as applicant. 
The "extra" isolation step would not be expected to add impurites. This is the rationale tending to show inherency required by MPEP 21 12.
